registered persons resulted in the seizure of 500 ampules of morphine 
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nydrochloride He ts arrest ‘of P oe The investigation is con

the purpose of educating prefectural narcotic officials in their duties, 
Urawa, Saitama Prefecture, was visited by. a SOAP Narcotic Control officer 
and a Japanese narcotic inspector.
